Nrw Yorg, Nov. 11.—The stock market
durinz the greater part of the day was |
sctive and strong with a further advance in
yprices in a majority of the issues traded in.
There was confident buring of the Grangers,
Louisville and XNashville, Lackawanna,
Tnion Pacific and other leading stocks, the
improvement in which was equal to @1
per cent. At the same time the specialties
were more particalarly strong. Genersl
Flectrie, Denver and Rio (rande, |
Green Bay and Winona, Laclede

rose anywhere from 1§ to 23§ per cent. The
improvement, however, was subsequently

ETRUCTURAL AND SCRAP IRON ACTIVE

FRIDAY, Nov. 1L

The situation in the iron trade continues
to grow better steadily,althongh the change
in hardly perceptible from day to day.
Last week’s sales were the largest reported
for & long time, many of the sales being for
tha first quarter 1n 1803, It is now motice-
able that the consumption of pig iron is
greater than the production, and the steady
reduction in stocks is begioning to arouse
some consumers. For upward of three
years the market for pig iron had been
growing worse, and purchasers found each
lot conld be obtained s little chesper than
the preceding one, so that the habit of
taking swall quantities bad become pretty

well fixed. This hand-to-mouth policy is
still in vogue; proaucers say they donot
care to make long contracts under the oir-
cumstances, and some of them refuse to
enter orders thut extend beyond the last of
the year. An advance in prices for good
brands on New Year's {a regarded as almost
cortain, unless the market should develop
sudden weakness. Meanwhile it remains
firm, and entirely In favor of sellers.

Views of the Oracles.

“Cold Short,”” a recognized authority, has
this tosay: “I bave claimed all alon:x that
1898 will offer very much Improved opportu-
nities in the lron business, and present man-
ifestations are bearing ont this opinion; buat
too much urgency in the meantime to dis.

were almost certain assurances will present
themselves tur utilization, and disappoint-
ment will ensue,” &

“Business at nt is 0 thoroughly sound
and healthy that evidences of strength and
verility crop ont on ovornlida. Dugyers are
inelined to postpone piaclng orders as far as

ible, but their requirements are so ur-
gent that they have to buy something to
pieos out with; eonsequently, the eall for
spot deliveries is so urgent that preity
nearly everything for early delivery is at o
premium, Without be irrelevant it may
be said thatthe fullness of time nas come,and
that the natural shaping of evonts will ba
the development of the largest volume of
business ever known.
